THJS T£NNBSSBg FIELD TBIAL8. 

We are eBpectIng great results ftwln the meeting of the sportsmen 
at Memphis this week. It is the flr*t trial ever project ed In America 
under the auEptees of an bodt of sportsmen, and has na- 

tunlly excited considerable lotbreM BAong the sportsmen of the 
country, owing, doubtlese, to the vefy general desire on the part of 
all for the improvement of our breeds of setters and pointers. It is 
all very well for Smith to claim that he has a better dog than Jones. 
Jonea don’t believe it, and will not acknowledge It, but bravely as¬ 
serts the snperiority of his dogis breeding and breaking over that of 
any other dog in the country. i 

The only effectual way of settUng this vexed question Is by a 
series of competitive trials in which then shall be fixed rules under 
which the trials shall be conducted. These field trials have long 
been an established feature of the sports and pastimes of merry old 
England, and hence the superiority of the English breeds of settere 
Und pointers, which is unlvorsally acknowledged, even J>y tbe moot 
self-important American sportsman. The English field trials have 
been conducted with such fairness and regularity that to win In a 
field trial in Britain is to establish a reputation that is world-wide. 
The BuoceesAil settlement of this question in England in this man¬ 
ner has led our American sportsmen to consider whether it is not 
poeslble that these trials can be instituted and carried on in this 
oountiy.and the question has, during the past ten months, been con¬ 
stantly agitated by the various sporting journals; but, until tbe op- 
ganlcatiou of tbe Tennessee State Sportsman’s Association, apparent¬ 
ly without efiTect. There seemed to be a general deeire for the inaugu¬ 
ration of field trials, but there ap^ieared to be no organization in the 
oountiy which could be induced to make the first move. But the 
ofificers of the Tennessee Association have taken hold of the matter, 
and with every proepect of success. 

The first American field trial is now in progress as we go to press. 
Tbe wmther Is all that could be desired, and we doubt not that tbe 
dpgs are doing credit to their anceetry and their trainers. 

■ On Wednesday tbe bencbsbow of setters and pointers took place, 
in which there were over sixty entries, several of them imported. 
The field trials opened on Thursday morning, with twelve entries. 
The prize, a silver service, was won by Pritchett’s Knight’s setter, 
of Nashville; T. M. Horsfall’s Pomp, second, with Wneatley's GUAds, 
third. The winner scored 88 In a poeslble 100 points. ^ 

In our next issue we shall be able to present our readers with a fbU 
report of tbe bench show, field trials, and tournament. 


The St. Charles (Mo.) Sporting Club have leased a large tract of 
land within fifty miles of that place and propose to erect suitable 
buildings thereon for the accommodation of the members.

THE NOBTH POLE. 


CSEBDMOOR. 


It Is auDouaoed from Europe that the Austrian government intends 
sending out an expedition next year to continue their recent brUliant 
exploration in the Arctic seas. The new land which the Germans 
discovered—and which one of their number speaks of as a friture par¬ 
adise for sportsmen—is to be sought again with the view of ascertain¬ 
ing whether it is an island or part of the mainland. And not only 
has it been determined to send an expedition direct to this land north 
from Nova Zembla, but another is proposed by way of Greenland, 
with the view of getting on the north side of that land if possible. 
England is also moving in the matter, and a strong effort is being 
made to have a government expedition attempt to reach the North 
Pole by way of Smith Sound. In a recent letter to the New York 
Trityune Dr. Hayes, our ownweU-known Arctic explorer, says: 
“ After having recently conversed with several Arctic explorers in 
London, I feel almost sure they will succeed in carrying out their de¬ 
sire for an expedition in that direction,” and he further assures us 
that there arc plenty of Americans willing and competent tb forestall 
the English in this the American quarter, concluding with this 
declaration, ‘As for myself, my going beck to the scene of my old 
contests has been, as those interested in Arctic explorations well 
know, merely a question of money. That forthcoming, I shall lose 
no time in leading an expedition into Smith Sound.’ ” 

Speaking of the matter, the New York Herald proposes that the 
press of the country should frimlsh the money, and says: “The press 
of the country might indeed almost make it their own and reap the 
reward. Among them it would be like the contest between the 
American and Irish teams at Creedmoor, where all would win hon¬ 
or; or, as we have recently seen, like Dr. Hayes, Bayard Taylor and 
Murat Halsted, the representatives of three leading journals, writing 
together in the cabin of the same ship which they have mutually 
chartered, without jealousy, but in manly rivalry as to who should 
beet describe an event in which the country took a deep interest, and 
for information concerning which thejoumal was theironly reliance. 
We repeat to our brothers of the press, and to the country at large, 
let us have the expedition, and in proof of our sincerity the Herald 
will pledge itself to pay one-fourth of the entire cost of an enterprise 
so commendable, and which is sure to reflect credit upon American 
jo’p^nalism and American pluck. 

THE IRISH RIFLES. 

The scoring of the principal riflemen at Creedmoor during the 
recent matches was unequaled in accuracy, both upon the Ameri¬ 
can and Irish sides, and the averages made by both teams are not 
likely to be equaled soon. The Irish team, although defeated in the 
grand match for the international championship, f tirly obtained 
the advantage in the long-range contests which followed. 

Last Saturday the important match was that between the muzzle¬ 
loading and the breech-loading rifles. The contestants on the Irish 
side were Messrs. Rigby, Hamilton, Wilson, and Johnson, and on 
the American side Messrs. Oildersleeve, Collins, Dakin, and Yale. 
The result was unfavorable to the Americans. Mr. Yale retired be¬ 
fore Qring all the shots he was entitled to, and the highest score 
made by the others was leas by one than the lowest score of the 
Irish. But it is an error to suppose that this match was one of men. 
Four of the best members of the Irish team were matched against 
four of the Americans who are inferior riflemen to either Lieutenant 
Fulton or Colonel Bodine. It was to be expected that the Ameri¬ 
cana would be defeated. Some assert that the Sharp rifles were the 
cause of the defeat. The score, however, points to the decided con¬ 
clusion that the men, not the guns, were at fault 

This great meeting of the riflemen will long be remembered, and 
its brilliancy increases the interest felt in the tueful sport of rifle 
shooting. The country is thoroughly pleased that ihe challenge of 
the Irish team for a second international match at Dublin has been 
accepted, and, whoever wins next June, the art of rifle shooting 
cannot loose the sudden and surprising reputation it has gained. 

—Borne youths in the vioinitv of Eagle, near Wallacetown, Ont., 
captured a raccoon the other night that had three perfect ears on the 
one side of its head and one on the other. 


The Army and Navy Journal contains an admirable article upon 
the reosnt meetings at Creedmoor and the unusual interest our peo¬ 
ple show in rifle Shooting. The advent of the Irish team and the 
singularly brilliant contest for the supremacy will have the effect 
of drawing the attention of thousands to the manly accomplishment 
of rifle practice. “ The establishment of Creedmoor,” says the J our- 
nal, “ has been of great service in developing in the National Guard 
a true spirit of emulation and in leading it to a practice which is of 
actual military utility. The exercises of the drillroom and the 
street pafades are useful, certainly, but they are only a part of the 
training of the citizen soldier. Moreover, they include mattefs of 
routine which are far from attractive to young men, and the relief 
to them that is usually provided is afforded by the balls, receptions, 
excursions, banquets, Ac., which are so pcpular among the militia. 
But that is not of the kind, ho wevdtr nrscessary under the circum¬ 
stances, which needs any encouragement from us. Creedmoor, on 
the other hand, offers bolh sport and valuable practice joined in one. 
It familiarizes the National Guard with the use of their great 
weapon, whereas before the r.deg-rjund’was opened very few of 
them kenw much more than how to carry it, and at the trials on its 
grounds the regiments can put to good test the strength of the dis¬ 
cipline they have had in their'armories.” 


THE AMERICAN JOCKEY CLUB. 


The American Jockey Club are certainly to be Congratulated upon 
the brilliant inauguration of their season which took place last Sat¬ 
urday at Jerome Park. They had the advantages of charming 
weather and of a large and fashionable attendance. No more popu¬ 
lar course than th's is known to the American turf, and it has in 
the time of its meetings and the character of its management special 
advantages. The races run at the opening meetings were full of in¬ 
terest. There were flue horses wlio started in the first race, three 
quarters of a mile, and the favorite Harry Bassett was defeated. 
Countess wining finely in 1In the two-mile race Acrobat won 
by four lengths, in 3:37j^. Here is another evidence of the strength 
and vitality of the blood of Lexington.

The 
Nursery Stakes and the Manhattan handicap followed, and made 
the first day of the meeting in every respect a complete success. 


The Northern Boundary Commission returned to St. Paul on the 
8d inst., having completed the field work of the survey, which car¬ 
ries the line to the Rocky Mountains to meet the line determined in 
1860 by the Northw est Boundary Commission. The party resume 
their office in Washington to prepare the ofiicial report of the sur¬ 
vey. Dr. Coues has, we understand, been very successful this year, 
as he was the last seasou, in forming his zoological and botanical 
collections, besides obtaining alarge amount of information respect¬ 
ing the natural history of the route. This material will, we pre¬ 
sume, be duly elaborated as a portion of the general report upon the 
Boundary. We trust that the required Congressional action may per¬ 
mit an early appearance of the report; and, meanwhile, we may be 
able to present our readers with some account of the field sports en¬ 
joyed by Dr. Coues during his'journey. 


What would some of out sportsmen say who make long trips to 
get a fair bag of water-fowl or bay birds think if they should come 
across a little lake, half a mile wide, and see ten thousand ducks 
and geese in the air at the same moment, together with the follow¬ 
ing assortment of wading birds: avocets, stilt sandpipers. Jack- 
snipe, Baird’s sandpipers, Wilson’s saadpipers, semi-palmated sand¬ 
pipers, spotted sandpipers, solitary sandpipers, greater telltales, and 
yellowlega? I saw this on one occasion in Montana, and did not 
think much of it at the time, either; though I confess that on re¬ 
flection’it seems tiut there were a good many birds, of a good many 
kinds, togethei.-^l>r. CetMS, tnLtUtr.

BAD SPORT. 


A correspondent of the New York Herald, writing from Bridge 
port, Conn., under date of October S, says: 

FeellnM of sorrow and regret were awakened in this city late last 
evening by a storv brieflv told that Mr. Michael Leverty, a well- 
known resident, had been Instan^ killed by his own gun while in 
pursuit of game at Qreenfleld Hill. At first the story was not 
credited, but when at two o’clock this morning Mr. Leverty’s man¬ 
gled body was brought in. the terrible truth spoke for itself. Early 
yesterday morning, Mr. Leverty. in company with John Stevenson. 
Jr., Samuel Beuedict, and James Leverty started for Oreenfleld Hill 
for a day’s gunning. The day was passra pleasantly, and they were 
successful in shooting their game, principally wild pigeons. The 
deceased was especially successful, and the party returned well- 
stocked, and began preparations at five o’clock for returning home. 
After harnessing up, Mr. Stevenson gave his gun to a boy to dis¬ 
charge, thinking it unsafe to carry it in the wagon loaded; Mr. 
James Leverty did the same. While putting in the remaining 
articles deceased thought be would discharge bis gun himself. It 
was then lying in the bottom of the wagon with the muzzle toward 
the rear. The deceased reached bis band in. took hold of the gun by 
the muzzle and was drawing it out, when the hammer caught and 
the gun was discharged, the contents entering Mr. Levertv^s right 
breast. He turned and placed bis bands heavily on James’ shoulders 
and said, “ Ob I Jim.’’ The latter saw the blood flowing, but before 
he could do anything Michael was dead. He died standing. He was 
removed to a house near by, and Dr. Dennison, of Fairfield, was 
summoned, but it was too late. 

The remainder of the party then came to this city and, procuring 
the services of an undertaker, proceeded to Greenfield ana brought 
the body to its late home, arriving there as stated. 


CRIMINALITY OF ANIMALS. 


The condemnation of a bull to the rallows for the crime of munler, 
is by no means a singular example of the eccentricities of ancient 
legislation, at least in Prance. For instance, on the 4th of June, lOiM, 
a pig was iianged from a gibbet near Laon for devouring the babe of 
one Jehan Lenfant, a cow-herd. Again, on the lOtb of January, 1457, 
a sow and her six sucklings were chargM with murder and homicide 
on the person of one Jehan Martin, of Baviray, when the former 
was found guilty, and sentenced to be hanged by the hind feet from 
the branch of a tree. As for the piglings, in default of any positive 
prooih that thev had assisted in mangling the deceased, although 
covered with blood, they were restored to their owner on condition 
that he should give bail for their appearance should further evidence 
be forthcoming to prove their complicity in their mother’s crime. 
That individual, however, declined to become In any way answerable 
for the conduct of such ill-bred animals, which were thereupon de¬ 
clared forfeited,—not to the parents- of the murdered child, but to 
the noble dam9el,Katerlnede Bernault,Lady ofSavigny. Yet again,on 
the 2nd of March, 1662, the Chapter of Chartres, after due investiga¬ 
tion of the clroumstancee, sentenced a pig, that had killed a girl, to be 
hang^ from a gallows erected on tne very spot polluted by the 
bloody deed. Even so late as the year 1412, a pig was convicted of 
having worried to death and partially devoured a child, fourteen to 
fifteen mouths old, the son of a mason residing at Molinchart, also 
within the Jurlsdlctlan of Laon. Nor was this all. Animals were 
liable to spiritual censures as well as to penal senteuces. In 1120, we 
find the i^hop of Laon excommunicating a swarm of caterpillars in 
the same terms which the Council of Rheims had employed, in tht 
preceding year, in denouncing priests who indulged in the sin of 
matrimony. Still later. In 1616, the Courts of 'Troyes, complying 
with the prayers of the Inhabitants of Villenexe; admonished the 
caterpillan by which that district was then infectm to take them¬ 
selves off within six days, on pain of being declared “accursed and 
excommunicated.’’ 


»RSD FISH.” 


About 100 miles to the northwiyrd of Idaho City is “Fayette 
Lake,” as beautiful a sheet of watef ks can be found. This lake is 
the largest of a cluster of fbur or flvV'kltuated in its immediate vl- 
olhit 7 , s^ is about 12 miles In length by S miles (average) In width. 


It is both fed and drained by the north fork of the Payette river, 
which passes directly through it. Its waters are said to be hundreds 
of feet deep, and are as clear as the most finely-polished mirror. 
The country around the lake is mountainous, and the scenery vari^, 
but picturesque and beautiful. In it is found a species of fish 
known here by the name of “ Bed Fish," an appellation derived by 
their color, which is a beautiful vermilion, with the exception of 
the head and fins, which are of a dark earthy gfeen color. Their 
habits are similar to those of the salmon, and like the salmon they 
spawn and then die. The male and female are easily distinguishable, 
the colors of the male being much brighter than those of the female. 
They live in the deep water in the lake, and we have no account of 
one ever having been seen in tbe lake only when coming up out of 
the water at the moiith of tbe river, when going up the river to 
spawn, which th^do from about the last of July until nearly the 
last of October, when ascending the river, they travel in schools 
numbering from one to two or three hundred, and fishermen land 
them in large quantities by means of drag-nets and seines. When 
fresh, or wlien properly cured, they are esteemed a greater delicacy 
for table use than even the mountain trout; but great skill and 
care, and, above all, great cleanliness is required for their preservte- 
tion in a manner for the table. Jlried, they are preferred to either 
herring or codfish, but the best way to preserve them is in brine. 
Put up in this way—care being observed to have them perfectly 
fresh and perfectly clean—they are probably not excelled by any fish 
in the world. The writer has seen them late in the fall moving 
down the river as if returning to the lake, but such multitudes of 
them die along the stream that it is believed to be impossible that 
any get back alive. In size the “Bed Fish’’ vary but little, being 
Kenerally about 20 inches long, and weighing from to 6 pounds. 
Being unknown to both British and American fishermen, they are 
coming to be looked upon as confined solely to Idaho and Lake 
Payette, and the object of this article is to call attention to tbe fact 
of their existence, and to draw out an expression of opinion from 
persons capable of judging as totheirplace among the” if nnv tribes.” 
Besides, they are a great delicacy, and it may yet be found practica¬ 
ble to stock the lakes of California, Oregon, Nevada, and perhaps of 
all the Northern and Xorthwest^rn Stales and Territories’ with 
them; the only apparent requisites necessary to their pr pagation 
being depth of pure, cold water, and a gravelly stream fur their 
spawn.— jSGwt- Ctfy (Idaho) World. 


LOST IN TBE ALPS. 


The Continental Htrald says: “ Last Tuesday a young shepherd 
descended from Bernina to Pontresiiia with the news that be had 
found a lady dead at the foot of a rock. About forty persons imme¬ 
diately started for the place indicated, in tbe Valley of Roeegg, where 
they discovered the corpse of a young lady extended on a bed of 
Alpine roses. There was no wound visible, aud the only mark was a 
yellow spot on tbe left temple. In fact, tbe unfortunate lady seemed 
rather a»eep than dead. It is surmised that, in looking for the ed^- 
weisa flower, she fell over a led)ie of rocks and was killed instantan¬ 
eously. It is strange that a similar accident, unattended, however, 
by fatal consequences, occurred lu tbe same neighborhood, a few days 
before.’’ On Saturday the ^layor of Leeiis received a letter giving 
details re pectlng the'fatal accident to Mr. .1. A. Garth Marshall, of 
Leeds, on Mont Klauc, on Monday last. The letter, which la dated 
Sept. 1, and is signed “ J, M’Cosh,’’ says ; “ Mr. Marshall remained 
several days at the Royal Hotel, I'ourniayeur, during which he told 
me his plans of passing over Mont Blanc to C'bamounix by a new 
route, as he had recently come over ftom I'hamounix to Courmayeur 
by tbe Peak Trollet. He left, accempanied by two experienced guides 
(men that bad accompanied him during his late transit), and pro¬ 
vided with everything necessary. One only of the guides returned, 
and said that in decendlng a glaceier, Mr. Marshall and a guide baa 
fallen into a crevasse and were killed upon the spot, neither of them 
uttering a word. He was very much exhausted and excited, but de¬ 
livered nis account with distinctness, which T wrote down us he 
spoke. The party walked up the Allee Blanche, and reached the 
DMe of Mont Blanc early in the afternoon, and after ascending to tbe 
tail of t he Freeiiay glacier made preparations tolt^peud tbe nlghtamong 
the r.)ck8. They afterwards creased over a rocky reef and reached 
the glacier Du Broulllard which flows directly ftom Mont Blanc; but 
nflcr ascending that glacier for some hours and the precipices that 
overlook it, until they found further advance immacticable, they re¬ 
solved to return, and finally reached the glacier Bmuilladr in safety, 
all three corded together. Continuing to make their retreat down 
tbe glacier at midnight, all three fell into a crevasse. Mr. Marshall 
and the guide Fischer were killed upon the spot, neither uttering a 
word, and when daylight came, tbe surviving guide, unable to raise 
the bodies to the surfitce, left them and made bis way down to Cour¬ 
mayeur. Immediately after his arival, the landlord of tbe hotel, 
along with tbe Waldensian minister of this place and seven or eight 
men and tlie guide that escaped, set off for the scene of the accident. 
Later in the day the Magistrate of the district and six more men, 
with a truck, followed them. About 8 o’clock a man returneil from 
the advance party with no tidings of success, but requesting supplies 
for two days.” 
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SPOBTISe NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 


A QEJrERA.1. BBSUUE OF BKOKNT EVBNT8. 


Washington, Oct, 7th, 1874. 

To THE Editob of the Field:— The regatta on the Potomac 
was a brilliant success. The four-oared race on Thursday and the 
six-oared race on Friday, were won by the Potomaca after a gallant 
struggle on the part of the Analostans. Some complaints were 
made at what seemed to be unreasonable delay in starting, but the 
excellent umpire. Col. Seaton, finding the water too rough for an 
immediate start, delayed until the wind somewhat abated, and then 
gave the word ** Qo.” The four-oared race disappointed expectation 
in not being as well contested as the six, the Potomacs holding the 
lead from the start to the finish. On Friday the Potomacs took the 
water first, and forged ahead so fast that before turning the point 
of Analostan Island they obtained a clear lead and gave their op¬ 
ponents their wash,thus more than overcoming the disadvantage of 
their outer position. This position was maintained i.ntil, turning 
the stake boat, the Analostau’s recovered the lost ground. Coming 
up, the Potomacs led a little, but while passing the tugs the Ana¬ 
lostans spurted, and for the first time obtained a clear lead. They 
were soon overhauled, however, by the powerful strokes of the Po¬ 
tomacs, and at the island point again gave their opponents their wash. 
From this point the Potomacs came home easily, fairly winning the 
title of the Champions of the Potomac. 

The generalship and steering of the Analostans in this last race 
was very bad. They should have strained every nerve to keep their 
position until past the turn at the Island, which was worth every 
pound they could pull for it. The steering on the way up was very 
crooked and must have lost them several lengths. It was evident, 
however, they could have won only by an accident, so that bad 
these points been reformed it would have only served to make the 
contest closer. 

. The showing the defeated club made was exceedingly creditable, 
considering the up-hill circumstances that have attended them 
throughout the match. To begin with, their training has not been 
perfect, owing to the necessity of going to their business on the part 
of most ot the crew. It is obvious that thorough preparation under 
such circumstances is impossible. Then one of their crew refused 
to regard the trainer’s injunctions, and, I am Informed, absented 
himself at night, and gave other evidence of insubordination which 
had its natural result when he utterly gave out on Thursday, and 
destroyed the Analostans’ only chance of making a close race. That 
this was their vitally weak point, was shown by the fact that the 
gig six, with an unprepared substitute in the crew, and the others in 
changed positions, should .icquit themselves so much better than the 
four. The Analostans have very few substitutes with whom pos¬ 
sible deficiencies in the crew can be supplied, and deserve credit for 
not throwing up the sponge altogether when placed in such aiTlIh- 
pleasant predicament by the misconduct of their unruly member. 
The arrangements on both days were excellent; theoouree was kept 
in better older than usuat^ and there was not a symptom of dispute 
or unpleasantness. The umpire WB'f’Xlol. Malcolm Heaton. Judges 
Analostans, £d. Callan and John Wilson; Potomacs, Sam Young 
and H. C. Wheatley. Time-keepers, Sterling Galt and B. W. Down- 
man.

THE DROPPER CONTROVERSY AGAIN. 


In answer to our correspondent “Nicholas Ferguson,” wo can only 
say that during eight yejirs in Tennessee, Texas, Arkansas and Mis¬ 
sissippi, we have had great opportunities of seeing numbers of drop¬ 
pers, and wo have never seen one single instance of the cross differing 
from what we said on page 228 of the Field, viz.,“We invariably and, > 
etc. Nicholas may have had the good luck to see the exceptions to the 
rule: wo have not. However, we were not laying down any law at all 
in the matter, simply speaking from personal experience. Now for 
the “mongrel" part of the question. Where the gentleman goes back so 
far. why not go a little farther and trace down to the ark ? It is like 
saying we have no thoroughbreds ot any sort at all, no Durham 
cows, no Bramah fowls, no Foxhounds, etc., etc.,—nothing but dogs, 
cows, horses and chickens. Judicious crossing originally has given 
us our fine breeds of all sorts, and when a man with infinite trouble, 
expense and time has produced a breed which for generations 
throws true to its color, shape, etc., he may claim a name for it, be 
it dog, cow, or fowl; and if our friend Ferguson can produce a new 
breed by judicious crossing of pointer and setter, we will be among 
the first to thank him. As regards our consistency, we have just 
•read over our article on page 288 most carefully, and cannot see 
where we have said that by crossing two breeds v^e cannot produce 
a breed distinct in itself, for we most certainly can,—witness the Re¬ 
triever,—and if Mr. Ferguson had read a little more carefully he 
would have Been,thai wo do not say onp cross, but fhs cross, in speak¬ 
ing of that between pointer and setter; therefore, we fail to see 
wherein the inconsistency lies.

Railways and Traveling Sportsmen.— We have repeatedly 
urg^ upon the superintendento of our railways the policy of estab- 
IisQiDg some fixed tariff upon the transportation of dogs, and the 
protMtion (u sportsmen from the imposition of rapacious baggage- 
masters. We had a visit on Wednesday from our friend Banks, of 
the AmeTioan aportsman, who gave us some information which will 
“S*" BporWoff friends, to the effect that the Chicago, Mil waukee 
and St. Paul railway issues special tickets to sportsmen, allowing 
free transport^ion to guns, dogs, and two hundred pounds of bag¬ 
gage. The road also makes a reduction of forty per cent, to parties 
of ten or upwards on shooting excursions. The Oreat Western 
road of Canada makes the same reductions in favor of eight and up¬ 
wards. Mr. Banks mentioned another road, the title of which we 
have forgottra, which has a fixed tariff on the transportation of 
dogs, twente-five cents for the first hundred miles, and ten cents for 
fractions of the hundred. We regret we cannot give the names of 
the BUMrintondents who have inaugurated this wise and liberal pol¬ 
icy, but we have no doubt they will have their reward <n the in¬ 
creased travel of sportsmen on their lines.—Tur/, Field and Farm.

HAND BALL. 

We take the following from the Chicago Tribune of the 8th Inst: 
“The game known as band-ball should become an institution of 
American sport, for the simple reason that It calls into action the 
finest powers of the mental and physical man. So little Is known of 
the game among American sportsmen, a crude idea of it may with 
proprkty be given here. The game of hand-ball calls for an alley. 
An alley is a plain structure with nothing but four blank-walls. 
They are there to offer resistance to a ball capable of being well 
bounced. One player takes the ball, and, approaching near the back 
wall, throws it upon the floor, and, waiting for its bound, strikes it 
agaiust the wall in such a manner as to bother as much as possible 
the other player, who should hit it back against the wall on the fly 
or first bound. The man who tosses is expected, after the ball 
strikes the back wall, to hir it back in the same fashion, and so 
on. When the player fails to put up the ball as designated, it scores 
one ace against him, and, of course, one ‘ ace’ in favor of his op- 
imnent In the hands of the tosser of the ball rests great opportuni- 
against the side-wall in such a way that 
the hitter cannot possibly get at It without losing his finger-nails in 
an attempt to scratch the clapboards off, or against the floor, with- 
out performing th® sam® operation in an attempt to get into the 
cellar—if there la one there. The tosser can also force the hitter to 
burst a blood-vessel in a terrific chase after the ball, break bis neck 
and do a great many other things of a blood-curdling description The 
tosser s business, in fact, is to put the ball where the hitter has the 
least chanw of getting at it. The hitter’s policy Is to cause eoual 
trouble to the tosser. It’s jolly sport.” ^
